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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The invention disclosed describes a fuel injector with components arranged in a very 
specific manner which is not found in the prior art. For instance the combination of, the outer 
diameters of the magnetic cylinder and the outer diameter of the valve seat member being equal 
to each other, the annular recess having a flat portion in communication with the stationary 
attraction face, the inner peripheral surface of the non-magnetic cylinder and in communication 
with the annular recess, or the annular chamber being defined by a the flat portion of the annular 
recess and being connected to the center bore and guide bore by an inclined surface and the area 
between the annular recess, outer periphery of the movable core, and an inner peripheral surface 
of the non-magnetic cylinder.
